CHARGE WAS 


NOT PROVEN 


G. H. Hadley Had No One 


Appear Against 


Him. 


Several rlays ago a chaige was pre- 


ferred against George H. Hadley, of 
this city, that, If pi oven, would have 
resulted in the defendant being in- 
carcerated for a long term of years, 
It was an unmentionable offense and 
the persons who swore to the charge 
were summoned into Justice Nash's 
court yesterday to substantiate their 
allegations. 


It happened, however, that no direct 


evidence was adduced and the justice 
brought the proceedings to a halt for 
the day. The defendant was bound 
over on his own recognizance and the 
ease will be reopened. 


This Is a matter that should be sift- 


ed to the bottom. Either George Had- 
ley is guilty of an offense that should 
cause him to be shunned by all right 
thinking 'people, even -after he expa- 
tiated his crime by a long term of im- 
prisonment, or he should be absolutely 
cleared of the charge. 
If found not 


guilty by the despicable status of af- 
fairs known as "not proven." Mr. Had- 
ley will remain for life under a cloud. 


The Journal insists that the case be 


given a most rigid hearing and either 
the guilt or innocence of the prisoner 
proven. If guilty, hanging is too good 
for him, but if innocent he should be 
given a full and complete acquittal, 
such as would restore to him hia repu- 
tation, which a non-committal verdict 
shall have shattered forever. 


A Shift About

city is growing 
The Journal has se- 


cured several facts and interviews that 
wif( shed a little light upon the sub- 
ject. Speaking of light, Manager Bech- 
tel, of the Nevada Power, Light and 
Water company, yesterday stated to a 
Journal reporter that two years ago 
there weie only 600 incandescent lights 
in- use in Reno. 
Now tnere are ove- 


ten thousand. At that time there wa» 
not an electric meter in use and now 
there are six hundred, with more or- 
ders than can be filled. The increas- 
ing use of water has also given the 
company an opportunity to figure on 
the growth of the town.
